A Pal of Darcy — 


Continuing his testimony, 
Lundeberg said, that Sam 
Darcy, high official of the com- 
munist party was a guest of 
Bridges at the dinner but that 
Bridges first introduced him as 
Jacobsen, but later admitted he 
was Darcy. 


(From Lundeberg’s _ testi- 
mony one must believe that 
‘Arry had been a buddy of the 
communist leader over a num- 
ber of years, even so friendly 
as to invite him for dinner.) 


“Darcy asked me to join the 
party,’ said Lundeberg. “He 
said it would do me a lot of 
good, that the ‘commies’ 
would help me and a lot of 
soft soap like that, and Bridges 
said I shouldn't be afraid.” 

Again one wonders if ‘Arry 
invited Lundeberg for dinner 
or just for the purpose of join- 
ing the ‘commie’ party? 

Lundeberg, however, never 
trusted the Australian for he 
knew his background only too | 


well, and Lundeberg won't} 
take anything that even smells | 
like a ‘commie.

fhe Australian CIO leader at one | 
time was a probationary member 
of the S. U. P., Lundeberg testified. 
“On that basis I formed my opin- 
ion of Bridges,” he said. 


“Bridges shipped for 25 cents a 
month, without his union book, 
against union principles. Then in 
April, 1938,” the sailors’ official 
stated, “Bridges led goons through 
the sailors’ picket lines in Seattle— 
he took the side of the ship own- 
ers.”

He’s paid by 
the CIC and is going to talk for 
those who pay ‘tim.”

Visioning a reduction in the 
number of unemployed from 7,000,- 
000 to 5,000,000 due to increased 
jobs provided by the national de- 
fense program, the executive coun- 
cil of the American Federation of 
Labor approved President Roose- 
velt’s recommendation that the 
WPA appropriation for the fiscal 
year beginning next July be re- 
duced to $875,000,000, but warned 
that federal funds should not be 
slashed below this point. 

“The latest estimates of the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor show 
there are still about 7,000,000 per- 
sons unemployed in this country 
but the probabilities are this num- 
ber will be reduced to 5,000,000 
within a year because of the rapid 
expansion of defense industries,” 
the executive rouncil said. 

“In view of this situation, 
the American Federation of La- 
bor approves President Roose- 
velt’s recommendation to con- 
gress that WPA appropriations 
for the coming fiscal year be 
cut by $109,000,000. 

“It would be dangerous and 
foolhardy, however, to slash 
the appropriations more dras- 
tically. We cannot, even in 
times of emergency, desert the 
army of unemployed; and, 
much as we would like to see 
it happen, there is little likeli- 
hood that all of these men and 
women will be able to find jobs 
in private industry in the com- 
ing year. 

“There are many factors. pre- 
venting the complete absorption of 
the unemployed in the immediate 
future, even while industrial pro- 
duction goes into high gear. Man- 
hour production in manufacturing 
has increased to such an extent 
that in some industries one

‘OPM Recommends 


Bonuses for Workers 
Who Forego Vacations 


The office of production manage- 
has recommended that de- 


fense industries pay bonuses to 
workers who voluntarily forego va- 
cations this year, so that produc- 
tion will not be impeded. 


The action was taken, it was 
said, at the request of many em- 
ployers who wished to make vaca- 
tion plans for their workers. 


The policy has been adopted as 
a means of getting maximum pro- 
duction this summer and at the 
same time protecting the rights 
and health of workers. The policy, 
it was explained, applies only to 
private employers having vacation 
plans. 

Employes in plants manufactur- 
ing munitions or essential war ma- 
terials should be paid as a bonus 
the equivalent amount of money 
they would receive during the cus- 
tomary vacation period, the office 
of production management de- 
cided. 

In no instance, the office of pro- 
duction management stated, should 
a vacation be denied a worker who

Wendell Willkie has taken the first book of subscriptions 
sold in the drive of the American labor committee to aid British 
labor. No better illustration of the complete unity of the 
American people in regard to Great Britain’s struggle could 
be found.

House Unit to Study Plan

After Emergency 


The house labor committee 
will shortly open hearings on 
two legislative proposals deal- 
ing with the unemployment 


problem. If enacted they may 
have far-reaching social conse- |

Congresswoman Mary T. Norton 
(Dem., N. J.), chairman of the com-| 
mittee ,has named a subcommittee, 
headed by Congressman Robert 
Ramspeck (Dem, Ga.), to consider 
a resolution by Congressman Jerry 
Voorhis (Dem. Calif.), creating a 
commission to formulate a compre- 


|

hensive program to prevent wide- 
spread unemployment when the 
present defense emergency is 
passed. 


CURB ON RACKETEERING 
Congressman Graham A. Barden 
| (Dem. N. C.) heads a subcommittee 
which will hear testimony on a bill 
by Congressman John H. Tolan 
(Dem. Calif.), regulating racketeer- 
ing private employment agencies. 
The commission proposed by the 
Voorhis resolution is patterned 
after the O'Mahoney monopoly 
committee, which went deeply into 


the nation’s economic and finan- 
cial problems. 
It will be known as the “Post- 


Emergency Economic Advisory 
Commission,” and will be composed 
of three senators, three members 
of the house and six members to be 
named by the president from rep- 
resentatives of labor and employers. 
One of the members appointed by 
the president is to be chairman. 
The resolution directs the 
commission to study the eco- 
nomic problems likely to con- 
front the nation a few years 
hence and be ready with a plan 
to keep men and machinery 

busy “in maintaining and im- 

proving the economic well- 

being of all the people.” 

The facilities of the various de- 
partments of the federal govern- 
ment may be utilized by the com- 
mission.
